This responds to the Non-Final Office Action, mailed November 17, 2004. 

In the patent application, claims 1-16 are pending. In the office action, all pending claims 
are rejected.^ 

At section 2, claims 1-4, 9-12 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Baba et al (U.S. Patent No. 4,802,746, hereafter referred to as Baba). In rejecting 
those claims, the Examiner states that Baba discloses a deformable lens as claimed. 

The Examiner states that Baba discloses a deformable lens (32) having an optical axis, 
and a voltage generating circuit (38) to apply an electric field on the deformable lens in order to 
adjust the shifting of the image.
